Key West, April 28,-The Spanish steamer Quido

Decatur Tourist Party. 


PLEASANT DAYS ON THE COAST 


Unsurpassed 
Climate—Resort 
of 


Wealthy New York People-A 


Few of the Many Delight- 


ful Attractions. 


Ed. Bepnbllcan:—To write fittingly of 


Palm Beach, Florida, one should have s 
new 
set 
of adjectives. "Beautlfnl," 


'charming," "lovely" have been Died to 
describe place* of to much IMS attraction, 
that when one wishes to tell of this Para- 
disical retort, no word of sufficient praise 
suggests itself. 


Situated upon a Ions narrow Island 


with Lake Worth on the west, and the 
Atlantic Ocean on the east, with a oil- 
mate whlob great travelers assure n« le 
unsurpassed in the world, there seems 
nothing lacking to make tbls the "Rl- 
vlera of America" as Julian Ralph sug- 
geiti. Palms aie numerous and ol man; 
varieties—the 
sago palm, date palm, 


cabbage palm, etc., bat the ooooanut 
bean the palm for frrjltfolneii and quan- 
tity. At an; wagon of the year one oan 
see these onrloaa nuts growing, and one 
tree ma/ have lour or five stages of trait, 
from those not larger than a small mar- 
tale op to the fall grown nnts, with per 
haps a ipike of blouomi is a harbinger 
for more. That "'tis 
an ill wind that 


blrwi nobody any good," was illustrated 
many yean ago when a West Indian ship 
•at wrecked on the reef here. It wag 
laden with cocoanots bound for New 
York from Jamaica, and these were scat- 
tered all along the coast. They were 
pinked up and planted and now form the 
great attraction of Palm Beach. Travel- 
ers never wear; of looking at them, and 
many grotesque and aarloas faces aie 
carted from the ontslde shell, and so 
strong and hard are these they will last 
lor years. Beside the palm, there aiu 
many other leml-tiepical plants and trees 
that 'tis difficult to realize one is really in 
the United State*. There is tbe avaoado 
pear, a native of West India, the Chi- 
nese qnsTa 
banana, pomigranite, flg, 


sapadlllo, mango ana many other frails 
not usually liked by a person from the 
north. The banyan is one of the most 
interesting trees here, and an enormous 
one down the lake Is visited by all taui- 
lats. They go either in a boat, on a 
wheel, or by foot through a tangle of co- 
ooannt brash. " Utterly wayward is the 
robber-banyan with Hi smooth elephant 
gr?y bank and long glossy leaves. It just 
on pars and leaps in its luxuriant capaci- 
ties for rapid bnd giant growth. When 
It has shot forth a branch to an amazing 
length almoet horizontally from the par- 
ent trunk, it drops a string—like pendant 
reveled ont at the end, which bangs 
awhile In the air, but give it time and it 
will reach the ground, and Its raveled 
fibres will take root and soon become a 
smooth round tronk." The tea grapo la 
also a very interesting tree, with thick 
leaves the shape of those of water lily, 
its denie foliage offering excellent protec- 
tion In case of a sodden rainstorm. Of 
all the ornamental trees, none is so gorge- 
ous as the royal pomciana, the grand 
King of the floral tribe, with Its graceful 
green leaves and superb scarlet blossom 
The great betel here gets its name from 
this tree, "Royal Polnclana," and it 
seems bent upon living np to its name; 
the gaests are being entertained In trulv 
royal styls. There are many varieties of 
Sowers, and the one thing which impress- 
es one from the north Is the size of the 
flowering shrabs. The Hibiscus Is 12 
and 15 feet high, and blooms all the year 
around; hedges of oleanders, some at 
least 80 feet high and with the pink and 
white alternating, they make very pretty 
borders for the wide walks, or for screens 
and hedges. Then there are the various 
kinds of jasmine, yellow and white, 
acacia, lantana, poinetta, begonia, enpbo- 
bla and cacti of many curious kinds, etc. 
Nothing amaze* one more than to see the 
night blooming oerens climbing to the 
tops ol small tree*, then tumbling down 
link upon link below. So easily do these 
grow in this favoied clime, that If one 
link be nailed to a tree, it starts growing 
at oach end, one seeling the ground to 
mare roots, the other starting htnven 
ward, not stopping until be has reached 
the very top. 


Lake Worth was formerly called by (be 


Indians Hypoluxo, which meant "long 
water." It le 38 miles long end not 
over thno-fonrtbs of a mile In width. It 
Is salt water, being connected with Ibe 
Atlantic by an Inlet. Here all kinds of 
boats flnd a lodging place, and one may 
venture npbn It with impunity at all 
times and seasons.

Arrive This Afternoon.

Will Witness the Work and Be Given 


an Object Lesson—Cost of Pump- 


ing Water Greatly 


Lessened. 


The experts from tba University of Illi- 


nois arrived In tbe olty this afternoon 
from Champaign to make the testa of the 
Dew nmohlnery at tbe oity water works. 
Mayor Taylor wonted these experts to 
tests the plant and tbe expert* wanted to 
do It as they will bring with them a class 
from tbe college and ueo the tests ai an 
object lesson to the students. The men 
at the water worts have been busy get- 
ting everything In shape for tbe testa. 


Mayor Taylor, after Suiting np the 


cost ot tbe improvements at the water 
works, repoit9 that the cost of runr.iug 
the plant for the past twleva months was 
$14,655.61. This amount l< $3540 less 
than tbe cost of running the water works 
for the previous sue rnonttu. Tbe show- 
ing Is an excellent one aa none of the 1m- 
provementsjfrom which any saving ooold 
be derived wete completed until tbe last 
part of November.

The Improve- 
ment] made were carried ant foi the pur- 
pose of making a saving in pumping the 
olty water supply and because tbe repair) 
were greatly needed.

It is ex 
peoted that the test which will be made 
will demonstrate the fact tbat the change* 
have boan practical and of such a nature 
that they will be of gieat benefit to the 
oity.

tomorrow and Saturday. This afternoon 
they will prepare for the work and possi- 
bly will make some testa.
